More “American” Than Average of Our Good Horses 


The pedigree of the Preakness Stakes 
winner has very little in) common with 
that of the Kentucky Derby winner Count 
Turf. Except that each has a cross of Poly- 
melus in the fourth generation of ances- 
tors. there is no other common ancestor 
in the first four generations. Count Turf 
runs rather quickly to European stock, 
whereas Bold) combines all the strains 
which have come to be known as “Amer- 
ican.” 

The special emphasis in Bold’s more 
remote ancestry is on the various strains 
of Domino. on the top side through Black 
Servant and his sire Black Toney (by 
Peter Pan. by Commando. by Domino) and 
on the bottom side through Disguise (by 
Domino). Curiosity (out of Pink Domino, 
by Domino), and Ultimus (by 
mando).

Not many pedigrees of classic winners 
will be found so strongly American. Ex- 
cept for the grandsire, the very successful 
*Pharamond II, there is only one other 
imported ancestor in the first four genera- 


tions. This is the excellent broodmare 


*Humanity. by *Voter out of *Red Cross 
IV. by Macdonald Il. which stands at the 
foot of the mirror-image pedigree present- 
ed below. 

*Humanity, from which Brownell Combs 
bred the stakes winners Sweetheart and 
Tuskegee. was a rather remarkable mare. 
Imported in 1917 as a yearling and never 
raced, she was first bred as a 2-year-old 
and in 1920 produced Sweetheart. a high- 
class mare which Mr. Combs sold to the 
late F. Wallis Armstrong while she was 
carrying Warrior Lass, her first foal, see- 
ond dam of Bold. *Humanity had 17 foals 
by 15 different sires. and 14 of them were 
winners. including the last five. 

Sweetheart, whose price was $35,000, 
was frequently described by Mr. Arm- 
strong mare I ever 
bought.” Among her nine living foals were 
only three colts. all by *Teddy. Two of 
these raced as geldings. the good winner 
Enihrall and the stakes winner Teddy 
Haslam. The one which remained entire

Bold is the second foal and first starter 
from his dam.

Maryland Holds 


Annual Show 


Pimlico race course was the site of the 
17th annual Maryland-foaled yearling 
show sponsored by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, on May 17. Judge 
for the show was Lou P. Doherty. man- 
ager of Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. He 
selected the winners from each of five 
groups—for colts conceived and bred in 
Maryland, for colts foaled in Maryland 
from mares covered outside the state, for 
fillies conceived and bred in Maryland, 
and for fillies foaled in Maryland from 
mares covered outside the state. The last 
class was made of the yearling get of any 
sire which stood in Maryland in 1949. 

Mr. Doherty discussed the reasons for 
his placings in each class of the exhibit 
as he judged them. Following the show 
he praised the breeders for the general 
quality and good manners of the 60-odd 
yearlings shown and remarked that the en- 
tries were of much higher quality than 
was the case when he first saw the show 
some ten years ago. 

The show was highlighted by the suc- 
cess of the get of Discovery and Occupy. 
both of which stand at Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt’s Sagamore Farm, at Glyndon. Dis- 
covery’s best exhibit was a brown filly out 
of Bride Elect. by High Time. which took 
the champion yearling honors and the 
Henry L. Straus Memorial Challenge 
Trophy. The reserve championship also 
went to a Discovery filly out of Shining 
Eves. owned by Larry MacPhail. The win- 
ner of the Maryland-bred and-foaled colt 
class was also a son of the Vanderbilt 
stallion. 

Occupy took second honors as siring the 
most stars of the yearling show. His colts 
took honors in the class for those foaled 
and bred in Maryland and the filly Cinda 
placed second in the “Back Again” race, 
run during the afternoon for 2-vear-olds 
which had been shown in the 1950 show. 

Winner of the “Back Again” feature 
was Blue Riymer. a bay filly by The Rhy- 
mer out of Blue Brandy. by Blue Larkspur. 
Third was Suze Sin, a chestnut filly by 
*Abbe Pierre out of Wimauma. by Easy 
Mon. 

Parallel to the selections chosen by Mr. 
Doherty. an amateur judging contest: was 
held. Henry Miller. of Baltimore. won the 
men’s division and Mrs. John H. Barrett, 
of New Jersey, won the women’s. 

On the night before the show, 165 mem- 
bers of the Maryland Horse Breeder's 
\ssociation and their guests attended the 
annual meeting of the organization held 


in the old Pimlico club house. As guest 
speaker, Mr. Doherty discussed the prob- 
lem of parasite control in Thoroughbreds 
and the use of Phenothiazine in this field. 
Following his talk, Mr. Doherty answered 
many questions dealing with practical 
stud farm management. Danny Shea, vice 
president of the breeders’ association, pre- 
sided. Humphrey S. Finney was master of 
ceremonies.

of Fame. Big Stretch. Knowitall, Repetoire. Seale 
weight. 126. Winning jockey, Eddie Arcaro. 


Bold was foaled on April 7, 1948. at Mrs. Tsabel 
Dodge Sloane's Brookmeade Farm, Upperville, Va. 
He was sent to Aiken, S. C.. with the other Brook- 
meade yearlings in the fall of 1949, and in the 
spring of 1950 he tried very highly. However. 
bucked shins. colds. a splint, and other ailments 
which plague young horses prevented his racing 
until November 6. at Jamaica. Word of his po- 
tential had become widely disseminated, and he 
was made the 6-to-5 favorite in his maiden effort. 
Public confidence was amply justified —he won by 
seven lengths in a 51-furlong race. 

His second start was at Pimlico on November 
17. when he was sent out for the 1;4-mile Pimli- 
co Futurity. He held the lead a good part of the 
way, and finished second to Big Stretch, which was 
viving him five pounds. His next effort was in 
the Endurance Handicap, at a mile and 70 yards. 
He finished first in this race. but was disqualified 
to second place for drifting out and bothering Bob 
Considine. which was moved up to first. That 
ended his racing at two. From three starts he had 
a win and two seconds. His performances for the 
year earned him a rating of 115 pounds in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. This was 11 pounds be- 
low the top-weighted Uncle Miltie, and nine below 
Battlefield and Big Stretch. 


Prior to the Preakness Stakes, Bold had made 
only two start- this year. He was a Kentucky 
Derby nominee. but Trainer Preston Burch felt 
that he was not up to 1% miles at the time, and 
he did not race at Churchill Downs. His first test 
came at Pimlico on May 9, four days after the 
Derby. At 1,), miles. he won by 12 lengths. His 
next race. and final public preparation for the 
Preakness. was on May 14, at Pimlico, in the 1,',- 
mile Preaknes- Prep. In this three-horse race he 
went along in front for the first’ mile. holding 


MRS. ISABEL DODGE SLOANE, 


Alerted to second place. In the last sixteenth Alert- 
ed challenged again. won by a neck. This race 
apparently sharpened the son of By Jimminy for 
his Preakness effort: without: tasking him 
unduly. Five days later. in the Preakness, he again 
took the lead. left it up to the others to catch 
him. Knowitall and Repetoire raced closest to him 
while Eddie Arearo was rating him along on the 
first turn and down the backstretch. For a short 
interval. between calls. Repetoire held a_ slight 
lead, but faded. Bold gradually pulled away from 
the others. galloped under the wire with a seven- 
length advantage. Bold’s time of 1:56%5 was the 
second-fastest’ (to Capot’s track-record 1:56, in the 
1949 Preakness) in the history of the race. 

Bold is the first stakes winner for his sire, By 
Jimminy, which entered the stud in 1946 under 
the ownership of a small syndicate. At that time he 
stood at Walter P. Chrysler Jr.'s North Wales Stud, 
as the property of Mr. Chrysler, Alfred P. Parker 
(for whem he had done most of his racing), and 
Mrs. Sloane. Subsequently Mr. Chrysler retired 
from Thoroughbred breeding. and Mrs. Sloane be- 
came sole owner of the stallion. He made the 1950 
breeding season at Brookmeade. in Virginia, and 
now is at stud at Harrie B. Scott's Shandon Farm, 
at Lexington, under the management of H. B. 
Seott Jr. 

Bold is the third Preakness winner to be bred in 
Virginia. Others: Knight of Ellerslie (1884, bred 
by R. J. Hancock) and Hill Prince (1950, bred by 
C. T. Chenery). He is the second Preakness win- 
ner for the Brookmeade Stable, which won in 1934 
with High Quest. trained by R. A. Smith. For 
Trainer Preston Burch. it was a_ first’ Preakness, 
and a first victory in a Triple Crown event. For 
Jockey Eddie Arearo it was a fourth Preakness vic- 
tory, to go with those on Whirlaway. Citation, and 
Hill Prince. With four Derbys. four Preaknesses. 
and four Belmont Stakes to his credit, Rider- 
Author Arearo new has an unparalleled collection.

Jumbo, a strikingly handsome colt. was foaled 
on March 10, 1948, at Hal Price Headley’s Beau- 
mont Farm, Lexington. He made his first start dur- 
ing the Keeneland spring meeting of 1950, won 
it. and later won another race, besides finishing 
third in three other races. His only stakes placing 
eame in the Arlington Futurity, in which he was 
third to To Market and Bugledrums. At the end 
of the year he was rated at 110 pounds (level with 
Ruhe. Royal Mustang. Iliad. Phil D.. Pur Sang, 
others) in’ the Experimental Free Handicap. His 
first stakes placing of 1951 came in the 1,':-mile 
Experimental Handicap No. 2. in which he finished 
second to Sonie after stumbling at the start and 
cutting himself. In this race. as in the first sec- 
tien of the Blue Grass Stakes. he showed high 
~peed. but bore out. He was not started in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. and was not to go in the Preakness, 
either, though he was nominated te the Triple 
Crown series. 

In the Swift Stakes. he made the name of the 
race look good: he covered the first six furlongs 
in 1:09%5. which is two-fifths faster than the Bel- 
mont track record, and finished the seven furlongs 
of the Swift in 1:22. This was the fastest time for 
the Swift in its 50 runnings, and was just. two- 
fifths slower than Roseben’s track record, set. in 
1906. In this race, as in some of his others, Jumbo 
bere out in the stretch. Battlefield was making a 
strong challenge on the inside at this point, while 
Jumbo was losing ground. Eric Guerin, Jumbo’s 
rider, discarded a temptation to use his whip to 
get more speed from the Headley colt, for fear 
he would drift further out from the rail. He hand- 
rode. instead. and came in with the winner any- 
how. Jumbo led all the way. Battlefield, making 
his first start since April 9, when Unele Miltie beat 
him while turning in a sensational race from the 
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lime standpoint, gave a much better performance 
in the Swift, but could not match Jumbo’s speed. 

Jumbo’s victory in the Swift Stakes was the 
second in that race for a product of Beaumont 
Farm. In 1894, Hal Pettit Headley, father of Hal 
Price Headley, won the Swift with the home-bred 
Discount, a 3-year-old colt: by *Deceiver—Hattie 
B.. by Pat Molloy. His time for the seven furlongs, 
under 107 pounds (Simms up), was 1:264%. The 
winner's share of the purse was $1,950. those 
days the Swift was raced at Sheepshead Bay. 

Jumbo is the fourth stakes winner of 1951 (and 
the 22nd totally) for his sire, Menow, which is 
owned by Hal Price Headley and stands at Beau- 
mont Farm. The other current stakes winners are 
Gray Matter, Ruhe, and Why Not Now. 

Seylla, dam of Jumbo, has a yearling brother to 
the Swift Stakes winner.

TAX AND TAX 


The Ways and Means Committee in the 
House of Representatives has been consid- 
ering. as a part of the tax bill it is writ- 
ing. a provision which would (1) reduce 
deductible losses on a business to $4,000 a 
year. (2) limit aggregate losses to $20.- 
000 in five (3) require that no 
losses can be deducted unless profit is 
shown in three of years, and (4) 
impose upon the taxpayer the burden. of 
proof in claiming that he is operating a 
business instead of a “hobby.” 

This provision. which is essentially the 
same as the Danaher amendment defeat- 
ed in the Senate Finance Committee a few 
years ago. was taken under consideration 
on recommendation of the Treasury De- 
partment after public hearings on the tax 
bill had been closed. Tt was considered 
at first virtually seeret. until in) mid- 
April it leaked into the press. At once a 
nationwide protest went up from business 
men, gentlemen farmers. purebred live- 
stock breeders. and others. 

Early reports from Washington indicat- 
ed that the provision would be reported 
favorably by the committee. Last week. 
as the protests mounted, it appeared un- 
likely to receive a favorable report in its 
original form. However. Tur Btoop- 
Horse understands that the committee is 
still favorably disposed toward reducing 
the present allowable deduction of $50.000 
a year. which cannot be claimed for five 
years in If the reduction is 
too drastic it may have an adverse effect, 
not only upon breeders of fine livestock. 
but upon the whole economy of the nation.
